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GUARANT EED D EPOSITS. 

W« that Bi»xt to th« Uriff ia- 

■u« the propoaitioa in the Democratic 
platform for a law requiring bankt to 
guarantee depoaiU will prove the great- 
Mt winning card in Bryan'a election. 
Our reaaon for believing thia ia taro- 
fold. In the flrat place the propoeition 
ia right and juat, and in the aecond 
place it ia ao aimple that the votera can 
not be poaaibly miataken about ita 
moaning. The Republican platform 
propoaea, inatead of a guarantee of de- 
poeiU, that poaUl aayinga banka be ee- 
tabliahed by the government. In other 
worda, it propoaae for the government 
to go into the banking buainaae, rather 
than have the banka guarantee their de- 
poaita. 

The Republican Campaign Committee 
ia circulating aa campaign literature on 
thia aubjeet the apeech of Congreaeman 
Wm. E. Humphrey, delivered in Con- 
greaa May 18, thia year. We have a 
copy of thia document, and it containa 
aome very remarkable atatemanta. One 
ia thia (Humphrey waa apaaking of the 
preaent panic) : "It waa a panic of un- 
founded fear, a panic that waa brought 
upon ua becauae of a lack of confldence 
of the people in banka.” If Mr. 
Humphrey ia correct about thia then 
we muat all admit that aome remedy la 
necaaaary, and the matter narrowa 
down to tha quaation aa to which ia beat 
for the country at large, a guarantee 
ayatem or a poatal aavingabankayatem. 
The bankera of the country who aaem 
generally oppoaed to both propoaitioni, 
had aa well make up their minda that 
one or the other ia coming, and by de- 
ciding whether they are willing to en- 
tloree tha guarantee ayatem and atay in 
the banking buaineaa, or have the gov- 
ernment get into the banking buatneas 
and be forced, whethar it ao deairea or 
not, to practically abaorb the entire 
banking buaineaa of tha country, ex- 
cept that done by a few favored banka 
made depoaitoriee by the government. 

The Republican platform ia not ex- 
plicit aa to juat what character of poa- 
tal aavinga banka it propoaea to eatab- 
liah, but the preeumption ia that they 
mean to indorae the plan propoaed by 
the 1‘reaident and Foatmaater General. 
Thia plan waa to place a limit upon the 
amount each peraon or each family 
could depoait One doea not have to be 
a banker nor yet a wiae man to a«-e 
that aa aoun aa the government haa 
made it abeolutely aafe for theee amall 
aavinga depoalta to be placed in the gov- 
ernment biuik that the people would 
clamor for the privilege of depuaiting 
not only their aavinga account, but their 
account upon which they wiahed to 
check alao with the aafe bank. They 
would not be aatiafled with the privilege 
of depoaiting a part only of their mon- 
ey in an abeolutely aafe bank; they 
would demand the right to depoait all 
they had in a aafe bank, with the priv- 
ilege of checking on it at their pleaaure. 
And when their demand becomea wide- 
apread all the little banka of the coun- 
try would have to cloac up abop, for 
the demand for a aafe place for all 
depoaita would aweep the country tike 
wild Are. It might be well enough to 
add that it haa already attaineil aome 
of the characteriatica of a "burning 
iaaue." 

The government, once in the banking 
buaineaa, would be forced to enlarge 
the plan, and in a little while every 
bank in tha country not favored with 
government depoaita would be put out 
of buaineaa. Thia aame apeech of 
Humphrey’a, being circulated by the 
Republican committee, haa thia remark- 
ably frank admiaaion in it; "If we had 
poatal aavinga banka, than in time of pan- 
ic the money would go into tha poatal aav- 
inga banka and then into the national 
banka and than back to tha channela of 
trade." In time of panic where would 
all thia money that Humphrey admita 
would go into poatal aavinga banka come 
fromT The anawer ia eaay; it would 
come from the amaller banka, that ia, 
the depoaitora would draw it out of the 
amall banka, put it into the government 
banka; the government would then de- 
poait it with tha big national banka 
that are government depoaitoriea, and 
it would again reach the "channela of 
trade" when theee big national banka 
had loaned it out and aecured the in- 
tereat on it. In tha meantime the lit- 
tle banka would have gone to the wall. 

Suppoae we had had government 
banka whan the panic atruck thia coun- 
try laat fall? Every one knowa what 
would have happened; every depoaitor 
in a bank, big or little, that waa not a 
government depoaitory, would have de- 
manded hia money at once, and the 
banka would have either been forced to 
cloae their doora, or to iaaue "clearing 
bouae certiAcataa" aa many of them 
did. It waa a great atrain to make the 
depoaitora aatiaAed laat fall with certiA- 
catea when there ware no government 
banka, but if there were government 
banka, and a panic came, and depoaitora 
demanded their money from the unae- 
cured banka in order to put it into aafe 
government banka, and tha banka un- 
dertook to put them off with clearing 
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houae certiAcataa, the night rider trouble 
in Kentucky would look like a Sunday- 
achool picnic by compariaon with the 
liota that would be precipitated. 

The people have made up their minda, 
after iMing, and aeeing their neighbora 
loae, the eaminga of a lifetime in the 
failure of aome unaecured bank, that 
when they hand their money to a bank- 
er that he may loan it out and get in- 
tereat on it, that they ahall know, not 
gueaa, that when they want the money 
back they can get it And the people 
are in the right in tha matter. If we 
let another man uae our money for hia 
beneAt, we ought to have an abeolute 
guarantee that we can get it back when 
we want it. Thia right, and demand, 
of tha people haa cryatalized into planka 
in the piatforma of the two great po- 
litical partiea. One propoaea that the 
banka ahall be required to guarantee 
depoaita; the other propoaea that the 
government ahall abaorb all the bank- 
ing buaineaa of tha country except that 
dona by a few of the big national banka. 
One or tha other ia headed thia way, 
aura, and the amall banker had better 
be digging him a atorm cellar, or help- 
ing to elect Bryan. 

You aak why the Republican plat- 
form did not propoae bank guarantee? 
The anawer ia aimpie the Republicana 
did not dare write in their platform any 
thing that would antagonize the Ham- 
mans, Rockefellem and their fellow 
conapiratora that own not only the 
groat truata, but the great national 
banka of New York City, and the other 
great eitiea of the country, that would 
be the beoeAciarieo of the postal aav- 
inga bank system. They omitted such 
a plank from their platform for the 
reaaon that they did not propose to re- 
duce the tariff, and defeated a plank 
offered for publicity of campaign con- 
tributions; they did not dare offend the 
gang that ia putting up their corruption | 
fund in thia campaign, as it haa been 
doing for tha last 12 years. — Frankfort 
Journal.

The Prohi bition Platform. 

The following platform of the pro- 
hibition party is printed at the request 
of our old friend. Eld. Joneph Ballou. 

First. —The submission by Congress to 
the several States of an amendment to 
the federal constitution prohibiting the 
manufacture, sale importation, exporta- 
tion or transportation of alcoholic liq- 
uors for beverage purposes. 

Second.— The immediate prohibition 
of the liquor traffic for beverage pur- 
poses in the District of Columbia, in 
the territories and all places over which 
the national government haa juriadic- 
tion; the repeal of the internal revenue 
tax on alcoholic liquors and the prohibi- 
tion of the interstate traffic therein. 

Third.— Tha election of United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people, 
j Fourth.— Ek]uitable graduated income 
and inhsritance taxes. 

Fifth.— The establishment of poatal 
savings banka and the guaranty of de- 
posits in banks. 

Sixth.— The regulation of all corpo- 
rations doing an interstate commerce 
business. 

Seventh.— The creation of a perma- 
nent tariff commission. 

Eighth —The strict enforcement of 
law instead of the official tolerance and 
practical license of the social evils 
which prevail in many of our cities, 
with ita unspeakable traffic in girls. 

Nineth.— Uniform marriage, and di- 
vorce laws. 

Tenth.— An equitable and constitu- 
tional employers’ liability act. 

Eleventh. —Court review of postoffiee 
department decisions. 

Twelfth.— The prohibition of child 
labor in mines, workshops and facto- 
ries. 

Thirteenth. — l-egislation baaing suf- 
frage only upon intelligence and ability 
to read and write the English language. 

Fourteenth.- The preservation of the 
mineral and forest resources of the 
country and the improvement of the 
highways and waterways. 

Believing in the righteousness of our 
cause and in the Anal triumph of our 
principles and convinced of the unwil- 
lingness of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties to deal with these issues, 
we invite to full party fellowship all 
citizens who are with us agreed.

From reliable and and conservative 
sources comes the gratifying intelli- 
gence that the democratic national tick- 
et is gaining ground at a rapid rate.

an, whose election is cooAdentIv ex- 
pected, will be backed by a democratic 
House and the cry from a tax-ridden 
populace — “Shall the People Rule?’’ 
be answered in thundering tones, Y ES. 

It has often been said that talk is 
cheap; therefore, in order that an as- 
sertion may have something to com- 
mend itself, there must be a basis for 
it.

Glancing back at our state- 
ment anent the prospects of a greatly 
reduced republican vote in Indiana and 
other pivotal States, the conservative 
reader will look for a cause for this 
change in those rock-ribbed strong- 
holds. Indiana is well nigh torn asun- 
der on account of the recent passage 
by her Legislature of a county local op- 
tion law. The republicans have con- 
trol of the General Assembly and are 
therefore responsible for its effect, 
which, however great morally, is sure 
to result disastrously to the party that 
fostered it. In Illinois the labor vote 
is a factor that must be reckoned 
with. This class of people are keenly 
alert and recognize the fact that Judge 
Taft’s action in denying the right of 
jury trial to the wage earner augers no 
good to them and almost to a man they 
will supjiort Mr. Bryan. In addition to 
this tbe democratic State ticketis bead- 
ed by Adai E. Stevenson, a man of 
great ability, clean in every respect, of 
charming personality and tbe recogniz- 
ed friend of labor. The effect of the 
wage-earners’ treatment by Taft is 
therefore readily seen. In Ohio tbe 
forces of Senator Koraker remain alien- 
ated. Hia ebmination from the cam- 
paign by Roosevelt and Taft bas in no 
wise been wholesome, and, smarting 
under the disappointment of his defeat 
for the presidential nomination, he will 
do nothing to swing his following into 
line —and there IS no doubt about his 
following being large and influential.
